3,151 Enrolled in Courses; 
Increase of 137 Over 
Previous Session 



gHOWING a more favourable 
financial statement than has 
been seen, for some years, the 
annual , McGill report made 
public yesterday pointed to the 
lowering of the previous season's 
deficit of $184,618 to $83,380 for 
the fiscal year of 1936-37. 
Governors met the deficit with 
private subscriptions to balance the 
budget of the University, whose 
annual expenditure totals close to 
$1,800,000, Better returns from in- 
vestments and higher income from 
fees were cited to account for the 
$100,000 decrease in deficit. 

The report, signed by Sir Edward 
Beatly, chancellor, and Dr. W. H. 
Brittain, acting principal, is made 
to His Excellency Lord Tweeds- 
muir, Governor-General of Can- 
ada. 

The income of R.V.C. amounted to 
$116,094 and the expenditure $97,- 
035. 

There were many gorterous don- 
ations in gifts and bequests which 
totalled in value to more than $200,- 
OM. The University is deeply appre- 
ciative of this evidence of the con- 
tinued interest and support of its 
many friends and benefactors. 
ENROLMENT INCREASE. 
The enrolment in the University 
courses was 3,151 which represents 
an increase of 137 over the corres- 
ponding enrolment in the last ses- 
sion. There were 2,153 men students 
and 985 women students. ■ 

There are many plans for im- 
proving the teaching both in the 
undergraduate and graduate facul- 
ties. Various committees have been 
^ ^set up that governors and staff 
might come together to discuss re- 
forms so that progress might be 
made towards achieving the aims 
in view. , 

The total teaching staff of the 
University numbers 551, There 
were many appointments for niem 
bers on the staff, as well as promo 
tibns. The rule was made that only 
full professors should be eligible 
for appointments as Emeritus Pro- 
fessor, consequent upon long ser- 
vice on the staff of the University 
and particular distinction. 

STUDENTS ASSISTED, 
Undergraduate scholarships total- 
ling in value $17,525 were awarded 
to 60 men and 34 women students. 
Through various forms of financial 
assistance, 88 students were enabled 
to continue their higher studies at 
McGill. 

DOUGLAS HALL. 

Douglas Hall, the new residence 
to accommodate 125 men students, 
was formally opened on Founders' 
Day by His Excellency, Lord 
Tweedsmuir. If was the generous 
benefactionj^bf the late Dr. James 
Douglas which made the Hall pos- 
sible. 

In addressing the Graduates at the 
Reunion, the Chancellor, said: "The 
ideal McGill wbuld be an institution 
not much unlike the Uidversity of 
.'tpdajr.^ut much- more perfect in 
development. It should be the home 
of advanced research, McGill has 
a special place to fill as a centre of 
true culture- and research." 

There are many holders of flnan^ 
clal awards for post-graduate stiidy 
at McGill as well as at other insti- 
tutions.

EUROPEAN ACTRESS 



Frauleln von Amann Enter- 
tains Students at Club 
Teutonia 



ACTS LESSING'S PLAY 



r\EAD silence greeted Fraulein 
von Amann last night as she 
stepped on to the stage at the Teu- 
tonia Club to present two scenes 
from the German play, "Minna von 
Barnheim." A deafening roar of 
applause was her reward after she 
had completed the scenes with Mr. 
E. C. Doehler, who played opposite 
her in the role of Major von Tell- 
heim. 

After the final curtain, she was 
presented with a bouquet by Carlo 
Bos and was thanked by the Presi- 
dent, Helen Hilborn. Later the act- 
ress appeared out of costume and 
graced the audience informally with 
her presence. 

Everyone was loud in praise of 
her representation of the title role 
of Lessing's play and she appeared 
overcome with the rounds of ap- 
plause occasioned by her perform- 
ance. E. C. I>oehler was also given 
much acclaim for the manner in 
which he carried out his difficult 
part, acting as a foil for her por- 
trayal of "Minna." 

The Frauleln, who granted an in- 
terview to the Daily, made her first 
trip to America about three weeks 
ago when she arrived in Montreal. 
She will spend Christmas in the 
U.S., and in about three months 
will be in New York. An Austrian, 
she has played in Germany and 
England, as , well as in her own 
country, where she stu<iied in the 
Max Reinhardt Dramatic School. In 
the School in Vienna, the pupils 
often took part in plays in the 
Vienna Court Theatre, which was 
built by the Empress Marie Thér- 
èse as a "theatre" for the Royal 
chUdren who loved to be "actors" 
and "actresses." 

. Her ambition, Fraulein . von 
Amann said, is to play "Shake- 
speare" in English. She has acted 
in many of his. plays in German, 
and especially enjoyed the > part of 
Katherin in "The Taming of the 
Shrew." When asked what type of 
ai'dience she preferred — a small, 
"personal" group or a large "formal" 
pnqi she replied, ''It is not the size 
of the audience that affects me— I 
do not see them. It is whether or 
not the room is well filled that 
makes the difference; a scattered 
audience is the most depressing 
thing an actress can face." 

vo'^^^^iHal. who gave a re- 
sume O^nmgMle play In German, 
and also'^tt^ced the two scenes, 
said, "She is a coming actress. Her 
charm lies in her spontaneity and 
her absolute naturalness. She 
speaks a very beautiful German, in 
which her slight Viennese accent 
falls most agreeably on German 
ears. In private life she is just as 
natural and unsophisticated."

Mayor's Speech OD Monday to 
Deal With Mock Lav' and 
Its Results in MoQtreal 



HIS WORSHIP J. ADHEMAR 
RAYNAULT, Mayor of Mont 
real, will give his interpretation of 
"Recent Trends in Montreal" to 
McGill students on Monday, 
December 13, at 5 o'clock in the 
Union Ballroom. This event has 
been planned by the Social Trbb- 
lems Club by whose invitation the 
Mayor will speak. 

Interest in political events in the 
Province of Quebec has been 
aroused lately by the passing. and 
rigorous application of the ''Padlock 
Law." The purpose of this law is 
to prevent the spread of Commun 
ism by thé suppression of all forms 
of propaganda. On November 17, 
under the auspices of the Social 
Problems Club, R. L. Calder ex 
pounded the view that this was a 
suppression of our civil liberties. 
He also stated at that time that it 
was contradictory to British Law 
and tradition, which guarantees the 
inviolability of freedom of speech 
and right of assembly of groups of 
any political^ belief. 

DOrannON-WIDE PETITION. 
It is for this reason that the Civil 
Liberties Union is taking the . first 
step in an attempt to have the Fad 
lock Law repealed. It is sponsor- 
ing the circulation of a Dominion- 
wide petition to be presented to the 
government. It is expected that the 
sum of a million signatures will 
be collected throughout Canada. 
One thousand of these signatures 
are expected from the students of 
McGill through the medium of peti- 
tion forms now in circulation on the 
campus. A notary will attest to the 
number of the signatures which 
will be forwarded to Quebec. 

It is expected that in his address 
the Mayor will deal with the ques- 
tion of the Padlock Law which has 
aroused so much discussion, since, 
he is a supporter of Premier Du- 
plessis who has been responsible 
for the enactment and enforcement 
of the law.

Greaves, Stalker, ol First Year, 
Deleat Proposition 

Arts Juniors Uphold Compul- 
sory Latin in 
Debate 



^CCORDING to the results of the 
Arts debates yesterday, the 
modern girl is by no means a dis 
appointment to the sterner sex, nor 
should Latin be abolished as a com 
pulsory subject for a B.A. degree. 

Opening the argument for the de- 
feated second-year men, Peter 
Vaughan found that the more wo- 
man has demanded equality with 
man, the more she has lost his re- 
spect ■ ".The ^apathetic attitude ex- 
hibited hymen to women," he said 
"shows their dissatisfaction with the 
girl of this present age, who no 
longer hopes for hope chests, and 
whose culinary achievements arc 
rudimentary." 

Gordon Greaves, opposing the 
resolution, "That the modern girl is 
a disappointment to men," believed 
that her chief virtue was in being 
able to carry on a sensible conver- 
sation with men. "Personally," he 
said, "I have found by experimen 
tation that those who have not 
great beauty have charm, that un^ 
seen yet very visible clement of this 
compound woman." 

Sid Barza, the next speaker, de 
clared that the so-called modern 
girl is only a "child, and the "most 
self-centred creature that God ever 
created." Concluding the debate 
for the negative, Alex Stalker point 
ed out that the attendance at the 
Junior Prom and the Freshman en- 
tertainment programme shows that 
man is not at all disappointed with 
the modem vir.oman. 

Interviewed after the debate, 
Peter Vaughan disclosed that he 
was really arguing against his true 
convictions: "The modern girl is a 
far better companiôn than the Vic 
torian girl," he said, "she goes in 
for sports, and has a broader out 
look, thus affording her male com 
panion much more pleasure than 
the tea-sipping Victorian." 

LATIK CULTURAL SUBJECT 

In the- second debate, "That First 
Year , Latin be Compulsory for a 
B.A. .-degree," Jack Denny and 
Cuthbert Gifford, the victorious 
juniors, upholding the affirmative 
showed that Latin is a ladder to a 
cultural background. . To overthrow 
this fundamental subject, they said, 
is like embarking on a ship bound 
for an unknown port Latin, they 
showed, is necessary for entrance to 
the Faculties of Law and Theology, 
and a useful addition to the educa- 
tion of doctors, dentists and school 
teachers, 

Bob Spencer and David Munn, 
their opponents, believed that the 
Latin taught in first year is no dif- 
ferent to that taught in high sçhool, 
and that the study of more modern 
literature should take , -its place. 
Spencer, decrying the result of 
compulsory. Latin, said: "My ■ own 
brother matriculated with very high 
marks in English and History but 
because his Latin was so low, he 
was led astray into the Engineering 
Faculty."

Professor C. P. Martin Speaks 
to Undergraduate Society 

"Prehistoric IVIan in Ireland" 
Forms Topic of Last 
Night's Address 



^^SIDE from being an almost 

'inexhaustible ^suppjy.. of . fuel 

for the inhabitants the Irish peat 
bogs contain' a veritable treasure 
for the archaeologist, claimed Pro 
f essor C. P. Martin in his address 
before the Dental Undergraduate 
Society at 8:30 last night in the 
tinion Grill Room. Professor Mar 
tin, who is the he'ad of the Ana 
tomy Department, is an authority 
on the Prehistoric Man of Ireland, 
having done a great deal of 
research work on the subject, and 
written on it quite extensively, 

The skulls and skeletons found 
in the peat bogs are extremely 
well-preserved, having been kept 
in virtually anaerobic conditions. 
Thus it is possible for the investi 
gator* to form a complete picture 
of the panorama of life on the 
island from the Trent Man down 
to the Kranog Man, whose remains 
persisted to the time of Queen 
Elizabeth. 

Professor Martin placed the ad 
vent of the Trent Man at a period 
closely following the end of the last 
Ice Age. These people subsisted on 
edible shells and other forms of sea 
life. There were no tools found 
with these skeletons, since these 
people were of a very primitive or 
der. This type was followed by a 
new type of inhabitants who cre- 
mated their members and burned 
their goods and chattels with them 

Following upon the heels of these 
people came a few transitional 
types, which developed a trade with 
the Cornish people, getting tin and 
other utensils from these latter 
They always buried their dead in 
the same reclining position, and Icfi 
food vessels beside them. They were 
followed by the Middle Bronze 
Peoples, 

The next inhabitants were a tali 
race of people, probably invaders, 
who were apparently civilized, 
Their teeth were worn down very 
much, due to the fact that their 
crushed cereal always contained 
pumice from the grinding stones 
Thèy were followed shortly by an 
invading race of people who 
brought iron tools with them. They 
were the Kranog Peoples or Lake 
Dwellers, so called because they 
lived on peculiarly-built artificial 
islands in shallow lakes. Their ar 
chitecture and handiworks are well 
preserved and give a very good 
idea of their mode of life. Their 
dwellings and fortresses persisted 
until the time of ^ueen Elizabeth 
These people were finally ousted 
and exterminated by the Norsemen 
The meeting was very well-at 
tended and refreshments consisting 
of beer and pretzels were served at

UDGIXG from the enthusiasmj 
of the audience which greeted' 
the first pcrformancé of 'JJTHe 
Shining Hour" in Moyse Hall 
ast night,, the Players' Club 
proved that it has not lost the 
nack of choosing a play which 
is at once above the average, 
and a well adapted vehicle.

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The Annual Report 

Yesterday the Annual Report of the 
University was made public. The most 
. outstanding featui-c of the report was the 
announcement that the deficit hnd been 
reduced frnm §184,618 to $83,380 and 
according to the report "this favournble 
position was due in large part to the higher 
. returns from the University's investment- 
and reflects the improved financial position 
vin Canada generally, many companies 
• finding it possible to pay interest which 
had been in arrears for some years past 
The University also realized a higher 
income from fees tlian previously." 

It is pointed out in the Report that 
this deficit is again met through the per- 
sonal generosity of the members of the 
•'-'Board of Governors. It is indeed "cncour 
aging to realize that the Governors have 
the interests of the University at heart to 
the extent that they are willing to make 
up the deficit out of their own pockets, 
i However, while tliis . provision has 
■■ been made and has been adopted for two 
years we cannot expect the Governors to 
mêèt the deficits forever. They have 
agreed to assist the University in financing 
its deficit for a period of five years. It is 
evident that a general plan must be 
. formulated wlicreby the University may 
■^■'j/ increase its actual revenue. 

Recently, in a speech made before the 
Ottawa Valley Graduates' Society, Mr. 
George C. McDonald, chairman of the 
. Finance Committee of the University, out- 
;||||; lined what the university had done to 
I ' ' increase its revenue. This had been done 
, . in three ways — the fees had been increased, 
certain savings had been effected and the 

■ investments had yielded a higher return. 
.He then read a letter from some forty 

interested Graduates which we quote in 
part. 

"We are aware that there will probably 
a general campaign for endowment 
in the near future but many of us 
Jiire not now, and will not be in the next 
\ ; few years, in a position to contribute any 
substantial amount of capital monies. We 
are, however, willing and anxious to make 
à small annual contribution to the univer- 
, „*ity which we feel would be preferable in 
several ways to the contribution of endow- 
ment funds. Our suggestion is as follows: 
"A form of membership in the univer- 
6 sity could be established, possibly reviving 
the name Corporation, of which such 
graduates, past students, other individuals 
■•and corporations as cared to contribute 
one of several annual fees, the minimum 

■ being say, $10.00, should be members. 
"The income from this source would 

part of the ordinary revenues of the 
^'W^aîmeTBity and, as such, would be admin- 
fe-'istered by the governors without any 
special allocation." 

Such a plan seems admirable in every 
,r way. First it would create interest in the 
^;work of the University; second it would 
l^be a source of income which could be made 
^vPermanent and third the expense involved 
^^U^}^^'^^^^^ ^^'ould he relatively sinall. In 
fact we felt that the suggcstion.s put fortli 
in Mr. McDonald's speech, and the clear- 
, cut statement of the conditions of the 
finances of the University therein presented 
,were so important that we have run the 
'whole speech in the Daily on page four 
• during the past week under the heading

MUSIC 



The Messiah. 

^MONG the works which never fail to 
come to mind, when mention is made 
of oratorio, are Bach's St. Matthew Passion 
and Handel's Messiah. The latter is more 
generally known among us, partly through 
the accident of thé English text being used, 
partly because its sentiments arc simpler, 
and partly because a long tradition, and 
well-grounded too, makes it the oratorio 
of choice throughout the English-speaking 
world. 

A modern oratorio is defined as "a 
dramatic poem, (usually of a religious 
nature,) sung throughout by solo voices 
and chorus, to the accompaniment of a full 
orchestra, without the assistance of scenery, 
dresses or action." The impetus which 
Handel gave it is a phenomen of English 
history. The eighteenth century in Eng 
land saw a period of enslavement to con- 
tinental music which demoralized native 
work for generations. The Italian style in 
all popular music was veiy much in vogue 
Vocal and scenic entertainment in the form 
of flimsy opera was in great demand. In 
deed, it has been observed that the oratorio 
came back into importance at this time 
primarily as a device for tiding over Lent. 
Most of Handel's oratorios , have a pre 
dominently entertainment value. The 
greatest exception, by far, is the Messiah, 
which combines his musical, his architec 
tonic, and his very real religious sense in 
their most compelling expression. 

Last Monday evening's performance 
in Notre Dame Church owes its success 
to Dr. A. E. Whitehead and Mrs. A. M. 
Russel, director and organizer respectively. 
With the Cathedral Singers as a nucleus. 
Dr. AVhitchead built a powerful chorus of 
four hundred voices, acquired four good 
soloists, and trained a large orchestra. 
Fine singing of the soprano role was fur- 
nished by Miss Frances James. Mrs. W. 
H. Lewis sang contralto, Harold Gillingham 
the tenor, and Louis Bourdon the bass. 

The great choruses such as "For unto 
us a child is born", "All we like sheep", 
"Hallelujah", and the glorious "Amen" 
were all tremendously effective in the 
milieu of Notre Dame. At the other 
emotional extreme, who can forget the calm 
and dignity, which few musicians have 
emulated when dealing with sorrow, of 
such arias as "The people that walked in 
darkness" and "He was despised and re- 
jected?" The evening left one very 
satisfied, and with renewed respect for 
Handel's fine vigour, his directness, and 
liis gift for achieving powerful climax by 
simplest technical means.

Military Matters 



SOLDIERING ON SKIS WITH THE C.6.T.C. 

IN all branches of sporting competition, 
mobility ranks as one of the greatest single 
factors. Races, for instance, are nothing but 
tests of the comparative moblUty of the con- 
testants, and it is a weU known fact, lii the 
boxing, wrestling, and fencing worlds, that 
speed can defeat strength. ' Needless to say, If 
the competition happens to be the mcst deadly 
of all forms, mortal combat, then mobility 
becomes a matter of life and death. Granted 
that individual mortal combat is not the popular 
sport that it used to be, yet' today the man-in- 
the-street never knows when he is going to 
find himself embroiled in the "gang's-all-here" 
variety commonly known as war, and It Is 
pretty well accepted that if and when we do 
get another war it wiU be a very mobile one 
and eyerj^bodx wlU )>e . in m- Jt. {mat ojd- 
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Frankénstein "Modem Science", has developed 
high explosives to the extent that one either 
moves quickly in a chosen dhrectloii or still 
more quickly in a great many unchosen ones. 

Since the last war, much thought has been 
given to the mechanisation of the army and 
to the movement of large bodies of men from 
one area to another in as short a time as pos- 
sible. In fact, as far as ground transport is 
concerned, the British War Office has just 
about carried this work to the limit of peace- 
time theory, but naturally they have not given 
much thought to the problems of winter trans- 
port as understood in this country. Of course, 
the reason they have not done so is because 
the possibility of a war being fpught on Can- 
adian territory Is remote, but the possibility 
does exist and therefore these problems should 
be of some interest to those concerned in the 
defence of the country. 

Now, although military trainhig on ski is 
an old institution in the snow-bound countries 
of Northwestern Europe, where the Norwegians, 
the Italian Alplnl, and the Austrian Bergschuet- 
zen have carried on this type of work for 
centuries, yet, as far as we know, there is no 
record of any such training taking place, either 
in North America or the British Commonwealth, 
prior to that of the McGill University Con- 
tingent of the Canadian Officers Training 
Corps. This unit first appeared on ski in 1914 
when the Signallers used them in conjunction 
with their field-work. No drill was set down, 
however, and their movement was largely a 
matter of every man for himself, due to the 
fact that signal work did not call for any con- 
certed moveincnt. After this, although on the 
annual week-end exercises Individual scouts 
were equipped with ski and snowshoes, nothing 
much was done until 1932 when a few of the 
Contingent, under Captain Patton, appeared on 
Mount Royal and, braving the remarks of an 
astonished multitude, went through a few "let- 
me-like-a-soldier-fall" evolutions. The Con- 
tingent saw the point, and kept very quiet 
about it for two more years. In 1934 we found 
ourselves with a dozen good skiers enlisted, 
all very enthusiastic about putting their skill 
to the test Seizing this golden opportunity, 
our former O.C., Colonel Erskine Buchanan, 
decided to form an "Experimental Ski 
Platoon" for the purpose of going into the 
matter of ski-ing as a means of locomotion, 
for scouting, reconnoitering, getting places 
quickly and generally annoying the enemy in 
war-time which are the usual prerogatives of 
cavalry, and finding out, once and for all, if 
the idea could possibly be put into practice in 
this country. The idea proved à success and 
the Ski Platoon continues to havè much 
valuable training. . .
